Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not discloses or render obvious a process as called for in claim 1, for alkylating a 

hydrocarbon feed with an alkylating agent in the presence of catalyst as called for in the claim. 
The closest art of record - Chou et al (4,918,255) - discloses a rpcoess as discussed in the 
previous office action. Howevr, the Chou catalyst contains halogen. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Bushick (US 3,534,1 15) discloses using a catalyst containing water, and hydrogenation 
metal for several hydrocarbon processes including alkylation of paraffin with olefin. However, 
Bushick does not disclose clearly about the amount of water in the catalyst (see the entire patent 
for details; especially example I).
